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GROUNDS FOR COMBAT 
IN A FEW DAYS the nation’s campuses 
will be back in business. The collegiate en­ 
vironment holds great sway over the na­ 
tion’s life. 
The university cam pus is now recogniz­ 
ed as a prime conditioning agent for bas­ 
ic political attitudes which in turn h a v e 
far-reaching effect on make-up and polici- 
cies of American government. Collectivist 
ideals planted along the old Ox Road in the 
twenties and thirties blossomed into sub­ 
sequent government programs. 
Many campuses today are alleged to be 
shot through with the old crowd which lays 
great store by the twin doctrines of con­ 
trolled economy and suprem acy of the 
state. 
An organization that started on a mod­ 
est scale last year intends to combat this 
leftist tendency this fall more intensely. It 
is the Intercollegiate Society of Individual­ 
ists, an information disseminating group 
thai sends out literature to interested stu­ 
dents emphasizing that individualism is 
still the basis of Am erican society. 
Some young people find the twin princi­ 
ples of individual property and personal 
rights so novel as to be downright radical. 
And because cam puses are historically a 
seedbed of change, the “ new individual­ 
ism ” is reported to be taking hold. 
With the nation returning in some re­ 
spects to first principles, this organization 
hopes the nation’s colleges will no longer 
regard such ideals as corny. 


HE NEEDED A HAIRCUT 
HERE IS A flying saucer story to end 
all flying saucer stories. This one comes 
from Norway. Two women claim they not 
only saw the saucer, but also talked to the 
pilot,or tried to talk to him in the several 
languages they knew, none of which he 
could understand. 
The saucer was different from any pre­ 
viously sighted, being a sort of tandem af­ 
fair, one saucer behind the other. The two 
women were picking berries when a “ dark 
skinned” man suddenly popped out from 
behind a clump of weeds. 
The man was of ordinary size and badly 
in need of a haircut. He was friendly, and 
when he could not understand any of the 
languages the women used tried to m ake 
himself understood by drawing diagram s 
on a piece of paper. It seems he had 
thoughtfully brought along pencil and pa­ 
per for that very purpose. 
Then he showed them his saucer, opened 
a hatch, crawled in and took off at terrific 
speed. Skeptical police have launched an 
investigation. 
It’s too bad the pilot didn’t stick around 
a bit longer. He might have found m any 
things to interest him. Possibly a barber 
shop. But it’s a good story, and the two 
women are adam ant in sticking to it. 


Dr. Isador Lubin, long a government 
economist, and Forrest D. Murden, Jr., 
also an economist, have prepared a pam ph­ 
let, “Our Stake in World Trade,” in which 
the excellent point is made that whereas 
we only have six percent of the world’s 
population, we produce about 40 percent of 
the world’s output. Having said that, they 1 
proceed to tell us how dependent we are 
on the rest of the world: 
“Have you ever imagined what it would 
be like if we were to be shut off from the 1 
products of other lands? Do you know what 
would happen to our standard of living if 
we tried to manage solely with what we 
could produce within our own borders? 
Among other things, our larders would be 
without coffee, tea, cocoa and bananas. 
Sugar, pineapples and m any other f o o d s ! 
would be selling at prices far above their 
present levels. 
“ Television and radio, if we had them at 
all, would be luxuries beyond the m eans 
of most Americans. . 
I don’t know how dependent we really 
are upon coffee, tea, cocoa and bananas or 
what would become of us if we had to do 
without them. One could drink milk a n d 
solve a basic farm problem. As for cocoa 
and bananas, if the women take Dior’s 
strictures on milady’s pulchritude serious­ 
ly, no woman will touch the stuff for fear 
that the waist-line might not fit the dress. 
When learned economists try to become 
popularizers, they are usually out of their 
field. Even a columnist would do better 
than base the economic policy of a coun­ 
try on the consumption of cocoa and ba­ 
nanas. or even pineapples, 
although I 
thought we can get out our pineapples 
from our own country, namely, Hawaii, 
which still hopes to become a state. A little 
further on, these economists say: 
. .There would be a shortage of news­ 
print for publishing our newspapers and 
magazines. 
“ There they say something serious. Can­ 
ada sure has us by the heel on newsprint, 
for which they charge unconscionably and 
get away with it because the United States 
was careless about its forests and has let 
its paper factories go north. I live, during 
the sum m er, within 17 miles of Lee, Mas­ 
sachusetts, where the first wood-pulp fac­ 
tory in the United States was erected. 
Some of these mills are still there b u t 
they make cigarette and other fine papers. 
But I see that British capital is going 
into our Southern states to manufacture 
newsprint and m ay the day come when we 
can make our own altogether and are not 
dependent on the Canadian cartel. The 
Canadians could then sell their newsprint 
to the British at whatever price they could 
get. 
Now if these economists talked about 
really important commodities, we might 
have something to worry about. Take, for 
instance, cobalt. In 1953, 9,182,000 pounds 
of cobalt were consumed but only 1,253,000 
pounds were produced in the United States. 
Africa supplied about 84 percent of t h e 
world, production of 10,100,000 pounds in 
1952. According to the report of the Malone 
Committee, the largest potential reserves 
are in Cuba; there are large deposits in 
the United States but they have not been 
adequately developed. 
To the United States, facing the dangers 
of war and the rise of cancer, cobalt is 
more important than cocoa or bananas and 
in the event of a war, it is doubtful that 
I the ocean-lanes will be open so that suffi­ 
cient cobalt can be brought from Africa. 
This is a really serious problem. Accord-

DIET AN D HEALTH 


Diet Controls Diabetes 


By H ERM AN N . BU N D ESEN , M .D . 
EVERY year, It is estimated 
th a t 50,000 new cases of diabetes 
are discovered and added to the 
million 
or so persons in the 
United States already known to 
be diabetic. 
This is not a disease th a t can 
be cured, but it can be well m a n ­ 
aged. It is potentially dangerous 
lf neglected, but it is compatible 
with a normal and good life span, 
if properly handled. 
Disturbance of Pancreas 
The most common type^of d ia­ 
betes is caused by a disturbance 
of the pancreas gland in the ab ­ 
domen. This is the gland th a t 
gives off a necessary hormone, 
insulin, into the blood. 
Insulin enables the cells and 
tissues to use glucose and sugar 
adequately. When insulin Is not 
present, as occurs in diabetes, 
there is an increased am ount of 
sugar within the body th a t c an ­ 
not be utilized. This extra sugar 
shows up in the urine and blood. 
Common Symptoms 
Some of the common symp­ 
toms of diabetes are excessive 
urination, thirst and appetit" as­ 
sociated with loss of weight. A 


simple test of the urine or blood 
can determine w hether diabetes 
is or is not present. 
There are various degrees o f 
severity in this disease. There 
are those cases which can be 
regulated by diet alone. O ther 
persons can m anage their illness 
by taking small am ounts of in­ 
sulin. Still others require very 
large doses of insulin. Certain di­ 
abetics are harder to regulate, 
and the insulin and diet may have 
to be varied from time to time. 
It Is im portant to remem ber 
th a t diabetes is a disease where 
there m ust be strict cooperation 
and understanding between the 
patient and his physician. In this 
way it can, in the vast m ajority 
; of cases, be regulated and con- 
j trolled. Successful treatm en t re­ 
quires 
the

attention 
and obedience of the diabetic pa- 
: tient to the orders given him by 
: his physician.
